Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in response to the argument in the second 
paragraph in page 7 of the remark, Hsu's figure 1 teaches a method for using a frequency divider coupled to the output of the phase 
locked loop for reducing the output frequency. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one ahving ordinary skill in the art to use a 
frequency divider coupled to the output of Ghshal's circuit figure 2 for the purpose of reducing the output frequency. The frequency at 
the output of the VCO of Hsu is M time higher than a desired frequency. Therefore, the frequency at node 22 of Ghoshal is also M time 
higher than its desired frequency after being divided by M. 
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
